900 CHML ON Hamilton - 1/14 0144 — Originally UNID with “Coast to Coast” audible among 
the ORM, but no affiliates found on 900 at C2C website, either by Google 
search or by looking at individual likely mid-continent state listings. A new 
one? Ideas? Should check C2C later in case it’s updated. Per David Yocis, 2/4 
CHML has Coast to Coast 0100-0500, per its web site. I didn't think to check 
for Canada, but anyway, C2C web site does not include CHML or any other 
900 station. CHML has been carrying Coast to Coast for a few weeks. This 
caused much consternation amongst some OTR fans on the Facebook page for 
the OTR programming which runs nightly. (GH-OK)

Corpus Christi — 1/27 0758 — Outro of Spanish religious show with 
http://hermandadcristiana.org from Anderson, Indiana, strong signal from 
N/S, SAH, 0759 switching to English with preacher about David & Jeremiah, 
apparently a promo, but no ID. However this cut off at 0800 or faded out very 
quickly. Contact info at website has no postal addresses or 
locations, but gringo officials with area code 765 phone numbers, 
i.e. east-central Indiana. No affiliate list there nor at other linked 
site, but the latter does give a postal address in Anderson IN, 
although the Spanish version is produced in California and

(CK-AZ) 
Mesa — 1/25 0943 —- Moneyradio1510.com, 480 area code phone and Arizona 
ads. So is it 22 kW day power or 100 watt night power? No quibble here, as 
FCC official sunrise in January is 0930; February 0915. They also have a 4-watt 
PSRA in both months, i.e. from 0800, but why go with that when they can 
already run 100 watt night-power?

Dashed at 0118 when they mention “los ninos de Colorado,” so just KBJD 
Denver, Radio Luz. (GH-OK) 

Madison — 2/2 0759 — Out of CBS Sports with LID: “The new home of Rome, 
Jim Rome, weekdays 11 to 2, WOZN Madison, WOZN-FM Mount Horeb” and 
into CBS Sports Flash. Had just switched to day power at 0759; fair copy after 
that but mixing with the two Californians, with KNRO the best of the three 
here. Ex-WTDY. Heard again at the same time on 2/5 (Tuesday) when they ran 
local sports talk, rather than the CBS Sports they had on 2/2 (Saturday). (JW- 
CO)

The first service of ERA also used to be relayed for three hours daily from 
this frequency. The second frequency of the Voice of America, at 792 kHz from Kavala, is now used 
by ERA Sports, which broadcasts from New Malgara, Thessaloniki. [radiofono.gr via Mike Terry, 
mwdx] The logo on page 9 is Greek for “ERA Sports” — DY.
